\| holiday falls. Holiday time off shall be taken at a time mutually agreeable to the employee and 


the appropriate employer representative. 


| Section 24. In-Lieu Holidays 


(1) Requests for in-lieu holidays shall be made to the appropriate management 


representative within thirty (30) days after the holiday is eared and must be taken 


| within the fiscal year. 


(2) In-lieu days will be assigned by the appointing officer or designee if not scheduled in 


accordance with the procedures described herein. 
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(3) An in-licu holiday can be carried over into the next fiscal year only with the written 


approval of the appointing officer. 


Section 25. Sick Leave 


Requests for sick leave in excess of forty (40) consecutive hours shall be certified by a licensed 


medical doctor, doctor of dental surgery, doctor of podiatric medicine, licensed clinical 


psychologist. Christian Science practitioner, or licensed doctor of chiropractic. Verification of 


sick leave for less than forty (40) hours may be required at the sole discretion of the Appointing 


Officer or his/ her designee.

Insuranc :, may request that the amount of disability indemnity payment be supplemented with 
salary to be charged against the employee’s accumulated unused sick leave with pay credit 
balance at the time of disability, compensatory time off, or vacation, so as to equal the normal 
salary the employee would have earned for the regular work schedule. Use of compensatory 


time requires the employee’s Appointing Officer’s approval. 
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An employee who wishes not to supplement, or who wishes to supplement with compensatory 
lime or vacation, must submit a written request to the Appointing Officer or designee within 
seven (7) calendar days following the first date of absence. Disability indemnity payments will 
be automatically supplemented with sick pay credits (if the employee has sick pay credits and is 


eligible to use them) to provide up to the employee's normal salary unless the employee makes 


an alternative election as provided in this section. 


Employee supplementation of workers compensation payment to equal the full salary the 
employee would have earned for the regular work schedule in effect at the commencement of the 
workers compensation leave shall be drawn only from an employee’s paid leave credits including 
vacation, sick leave balance, or other paid leave as available. An employec retuming from 
disability leave will accrue sick leave at the regular rate and not an accelerated rate. 

Salary may be paid on regular time-rolls and charged against the employee's sick leave with pay. 
vacation, or compensatory time credit balance during any period prior to the determination of 


eligibility for disability indemnity payment without requiring a signed option by the employee.

All service contracts covered by this Article shall impose the following obligations on 
the contractor 

(a) Where the awarding authority has given notice that 2 service contract has been 
terminated or ended, or where a service contractor has given notice of such termination, upon 
giving or receiving such notice, as the case may be, the terminated or ending contractor shall, 
within ten (10) days thereafter, provide to the successor contractor, the name, date of hire, 
and employment occupation classification of each employee employed at the site or sites 
covered by the prospective contractor at the time of contract termination. This provision shall 
also apply to the subcontractors of the terminated contractor 

If the terminated contractor has not learned the identity of the successor contractor, if 


any, by the time that notice was given of the contract termination, the terminated contractor 


shall obtain such information from ‘he awarding authority. If a successor service contractor 


has not been awarded by the end of the 10 day period, the employment information referred 
to earlier in this subsection shall be provided to the awarding authority at such time. Where a 
subcontractor of a service contractor has been terminated prior to the termination of the 
service contract, the terminated subcontractor shall for purposes of this Article be deemed a 
terminated contractor 

(b) A successor contractor shall retain, for a 90 day transition employment period, 
employees who have been employed by the terminated contractor or its subcon.ractors, if 
any, for the preceding eight months er longer at the site or sites covered by the contract. This 
requirement shall be stated by the City in all initial bid Packages which are governed by this 
Article. 

(c) If at any time a successor public sector contractor determines that fewer 


employees are required to perform the new service contract than were required by the 
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terminated public sector contractor (and subcontractors, if any), the successor public sector 


contractor shall retain employees by seniority within job classification. 

(d) During such 90 day period, the successor contractor (or subcontractor, where 
applicable) shall maintain a preferential hiring list of eligible covered employees not retained 
by the successor contractor (or subcontractor) from which the successor contractor (or 
subcontractor) shall hire additional employees. 

(e) Except as provided in subsection (c) of this section, during such 90 day period, the 
successor contractor (or subcontractor, where applicable) shall not discharge without cause 
an employee retained pursuant to this Article. “Cause,” for this purpose, shall include, but not 
be limited to, the employee's conduct while in the employ of the terminated contractor or 
subcontractor that contributed to any decision to terminate the contract or subcontract for 
fraud or poor performance, excluding permissible union-related activity.

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February 29, 1984, has banked an annual seven percent rent increase 
(or rent increases) or any portion thereof may impose the accumulated 
increase on the tenart's subsequent rent increase anniversary dates. 

(3) Capital Improvements, Rehabilitation, and Energy 
Conservation Measures. A landlord May impose rent increases based 
upon the cost of capital improvements, rehabilitation or energy 
conservation measures provided that such costs are certified pursuant 
to Sections 37.7 and 37.8B below; provided further that where a 
landlord has performed seismic strengthening in accordance with 
Building Code Chapters 14 and 15, no increase for capital 
improvements (including but not limited to seismic strengthening) 
shall exceed, in any 12-month period, 10 percent of the tenant's base 
rent, subject to rules adopted by the Board to prevent landlord 
hardship and to permit landlords to continue to maintain their 
buildings in a decent, safe and sanitary condition. A landlord may 
accumulate any certified increase which exceeds this amount and 
impose the increase in subsequent years, subject to the 10 percent 
limitation. Nothing in this subsection shall be construed to 
supersede any Board rules or regulations with respect to limitations 
on increases based upon capital improvements whether performed 
separately or in conjunction with seismic strengthening improvements 
pursuant to Building Code Chapters 14 and 15. 

(4) Utilities. A landlord may impose increases based upon the 
cost of utilities as provided in Section 37.2(0) above. 
(5) Charges Related to Excess Water Use. A landlord may impose 


increases not to exceed 50 percent of the excess use charges 
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(penalties) levied by the San Francisco Water Department om a 
building for use of water in excess of Water Department allocations 
under the following conditions: 

(A) The landlord provides tenants with written certification 
that the following have been installed in all units: (1) permanently 
installed retrofit devices designed to reduce the amount of water 
used per flush or low- flow toilets (1.6 gallons per flush); (2) low 
flow showerheads which allow a flow of no more than 2.5 gallons per 
minute; and (3) faucet aerators (where installation on current 
faucets is physically feasible); and 

(B) The landlord provides the tenants with written 
certification that no known plumbing leaks currently exist in the 
building and that any leaks reported by tenants in the future will be 
promptly repaired; and 

(C) The landlord provides the tenants with a copy of the water 
bill for the period in which the penalty was charged. Only penalties 
billed for a service period which begins after the effective date of 
the ordinance [April 20, 1991) may be passed through to tenants. 
Where penalties result from an allocation which does not reflect 
documented changes in occupancy which occurred after March 1, 1991, a 
landlord must, if requested in writing by a tenant, make a good-faith 
effort to appeal the allotment. Increases based upon penalties shall 
be prorated on a per-room basis provided that the tenancy existed 
during the time the penalty charges accrued. Such charges shall not 
become. part of a tenant's base rent. Where a penalty in any given 


billing period reflects a 25 percent or more increase in consumption 
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(((6))) (2) RAP Loans. A landlord may impose rent increases 


attributable to the Chief Administrative Officer's amortization of 
the RAP loan in an area designated on or after July 1, 1977, pursuant 
to Chapter 32 of the San Francisco Administrative Code. 

(((7))) (8) Additioual Increases. A landlord who seeks to 
impose any rent increase which exceeds those permitted above shall 
petition for a rental arbitration hearing pursuant to Section 37.8 of 
this Chapter. 

(((8))) 19) A landlord may impose a rent increase to recover 
costs incurred for the remediation of lead hazards, as defined in San 
Francisco Health Code Article 26. Such increases may be based on 
changes in operating and maintenance expenses or for capital 
improvement expenditures as long as the costs which are the basis of 
the rent increase area a substantial portion of the work which abates 


or remediates a lead hazard, as defined in San Francisco Health Code 
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Article 26, and provided further that such costs are approved for 
Operating and maintenance expense increases pursuant to Section 
37 8(e) (4) (A) and certified as capital improvements pursuant to 
Section 37.7 below. 

When rent increases are authorized by this Subsection (a) (9) 
(((8))), the total rent increase for both operating and maintenance 
expenses and capital improvements shall not exceed 10 percent in any 
12-month period. If allowable rent increases due to the costs of lead 
remediation and abatement work exceed 10 percent in any 12-month 
period, a hearing officer shall apply a portion of such excess to 
approved operating and maintenance expenses for lead remediation 
work, and the balance, if any, to certified capital improvements, 
provided, however, that such increase shall not exceed 10 percent. A 
landlord may accumulate any approved or certified increase which 
exceeds this amount, subject to the 10 percent limit. 

(b) Notice of Rent Increase for Tenants in Occupancy. On or 
before the date upon which a landlord gives a tenant legal notice of 
a rent increase, the landlord shall inform the tenant, in writing, of 
the following: 

(1) Which portion of the rent increase reflects the annual 


increase, and/or a banked amount, if any; 


(2) Which portion of the rent increase reflects costs for 


units, and/or capital improvements, rehabilitation, or energy 


conservation measures certified pursuant to Section 37.7; 


(3) Which portion of the rent increase reflects the 
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(1) Landlords. Landlords who seek to impose rent increases 


which exceed the limitations set forth in Section 37.3(a) above must 
request an arbitration hearing as set forth in this section. The 
burden of proof is on the landlord. 

(2) Tenants. 

(A) Notwithstanding Section 37.3, tenants of non-RAP rental 
units and tenants of RAP rental units in areas designated on or after 
July 1, 1977, may request arbitration hearings where a landlord has 
substantially decreased services without a corresponding reduction in 
rent and/or has failed to perform ordinary repair and maintenance 
under state or local law and/or has failed to provide the tenant with 
a clear explanation of the current charges for gas and electricity or 
bond measure costs passed through to the tenant and/or imposed a 
nonconforming rent increase which is null and void. The burden of 
proof is on the tenant. 

(B) Tenants of RAP rental units in areas designated prior to 
July 1, 1977, may petition for a hearing where the landlord has 
noticed an increase which exceeds the limitations set forth in 
Section 32.73 of the San Francisco Administrative Code. After a 
vacancy has occurred in a RAP rental unit in said areas, a new tenant 
of said unit may petition for a hearing where the landlord has 
demanded and/or received a rent for that unit which exceeds the rent 
increase limitations set forth in Section 32.73 of the San Francisco 
Administrative code. The burden of proof is on the landlord. 


(c) Procedure for Landlord Petitioners. 


(1) Filing. The request for arbitration must be filed ona 
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petition form prescribed by the Board and shall be accompanied by 
such supporting material as the Board shall prescribe, including but 
not limited to, justification for the proposed rental increase. 

(2) Filing Date. The petition must be filed prior to the 
mailing or delivering to the tenant or tenants legal notice of the 
rental increase exceeding the limitations as defined in Section 37.3. 

(3) Effect of Timely Filing of Petition. Provided a completed 
petition is timely filed, that portion of the requested rental 
increase which exceeds the limitations set forth in Section 37.3 and 
has not been certified as a justifiable increase in accordance with 
Section 37.7 is inoperative until such time as the hearing officer 
makes findings of fact at the conclusion of the arbitration hearing. 

(4) Notice to Parties. The Board shall calendar the petition 
for hearing before a designated hearing officer and shall give 
written notice of the date to the parties at least 10 days prior to 
the hearing. 

(d) Procedure for Tenant Petitioners. 

(1) Filing; Limitation. The request for arbitration must be 
filed on a petition form prescribed by the Board and must be 
accompanied by such supporting material as the Board shall prescribe, 
including but not limited to, a copy of the landlord's notice of rent 
increase. If the tenant petitioner has received certification 
findings regarding his rental unit in accordance with Section 37.7, 
such findings must accompany the petition. If the tenant petitioner 
has received a notification from the Chief Administrative Officer 


with respect to base rent and amortization of a RAP loan, such 
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made or performed by the seller. 


(B) The past history of increases in the rent for the unit and 
the comparison of the rent for the unit with rents for comparable 


units in the same general area. 


(C) Any findings which have been made pursuant to Section 37.7 
with respect to the unit. 

(D) Failure to perform ordinary repair, replacement and 
maintenance in compliance with applicable state and local law. 

(E) Any other such relevant factors as the Board shall specify 
in rules and regulations. 

(5) Determination of the Hearing O:ficer: RAP Rental Units. 

(A) RAP Rental Units in RAP Areas Designated Prior to July 1, 
1977. The hearing officer shall make findings as to whether or not 
the noticed or proposed rental increase exceeds the rent increase 
limitations set forth in Section 32.73 of the San Francisco 
Administrative Code. In making such findings, the hearing officer 
shall apply the rent increase limitations set forth in Chapter 32 of 
the San Francisco Administrative Code and all rules and regulations 
promulgated pursuant thereto. The hearing officer shall consider the 
evidence presented at the hearing. The burden of proof shall be on 
the landlord. 

(B) RAP Rental Units in RAP Areas Designated On or After July 
1, 1977. The hearing officer shall make findings with respect to rent 
increases exceeding the limitations as set forth in Section 37.3 of 
this Chapter. In making such findings, the hearing officer shall take 


into consideration the factors set forth in Subsection (4) above and 
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shall consider evidence presented at the hearing. The burden of proof 
is on the landlord. 

(6) Findings of Fact. The hearing officer shall make written 
findings of fact, copies of which shall be mailed to the parties 
within 30 days of the hearing. 

(7) Payment or Refund of Rents to Implement Arbitration 
Decision. Upon finding that all or any portion of the rent increase 
is or is not justified, or that any nonconforming rent increase is 
null and void, the hearing officer may order payment or refund of all 
or a portion of that cumulative amount within 15 days of the mailing 
of the findings of fact or may order the amount added to or offset 
against future rents; provided, however, that any such order shall be 
stayed if an appeal is timely filed by the aggrieved party. The 
hearing officer may order refunds of rent overpayments resulting from 
rent increases which are null and void for no more than the three- 
year period preceding the month of the filing of a landlord or tenant 
petition, plus the period between the month of filing and the date of 
the mening officer's decision. In any case, calculation of rent 
overpayments and re-setting of the lawful base rent shall be based on 
a determination of the validity of all rent increases imposed since 
April 1, 1982, in accordance with Sections 37.3(b) (5) and 37.3(a) (2) 
above. 

(8) Finality of Hearing Officer's Decision. lhe decision of the 
hearing officer shall be final unless the Board vacates his decision 
on appeal. 


(£) Appeals. 
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notice shall state that this decision is final. 


(8) Effective Date of Appeal Decisions. Appeal decisions are 
effective on the date mailed to the parties; provided, however, that 
that portion of any decision which orders payment, refund, offsetting 
or adding rent shall become effective 30 calendar days after it is 
mailed to the parties unless a stay of execution is granted by a 
court of competent jurisdiction. 

(9) Limitation of Actions. A landlord or tenant aggrieved by 
any decision of the Board must seek judicial review within 90 


calendar days of the date of mailing of the decision.

The 


evidence before this Board relating to the Participation of MBE/WBE prime and subcontractors 


on City construction contracts for fiscal year 1989-1990 reflects that MBEs (each ethnic group 


identified as a minority) and WBEs continue to be awarded contract dollars in amounts that 
are disproportionately lower than the available number of MBE and WBE prime and 

subcontractors ing and able to perform construction work. The statistical results are the 
same for MBEs for fiscal year 1990-1991. These results cannot be attributed to chance. In 
light of the testimony before this Board and the Commission in 1983, 1984, 1988, 1989 and 


1992, and the Redevelopment Agency in 1991, this Board finds that these results can be 


attributed in part to discriminatory procurement practices and in part to discrimination inthe _| 


local construction industry against MBEs and WBEs that is manifested in and perpetuated and 
exacerbated by the City’s procurement practices. 

3. The evidence before this Board supports the conclusion that MBEs and WBEs 
continue to be disadvantages by discriminatory practices when competing for City prime 
construction contracts. The weight ut the testimony and other evidence before this Board 
supports the conclusion that nonminority construction contractors competing for or doing 
business with the City and/or in the public sector limit the participation of MBE and WBE 
subcontractors on construction contracts by engaging in discriminatory business practices 


4. Race-neutral measures employed by the City in the past for those construction 


contracts subject to the “lowest, reliable, responsible bidder’ standard did not prevent the | 


discriminatory practices from occurring. Since February 1989 the City has pursued race- 


neutral measures to facilitate MBE/WBE subcontractor Participation in construction contracts 


From about February 1st to June 30, 1983 the City adopted a race-neutral disadvantaged 


business program for its construction contracts. Since July 1, 1989 the City had urged prime | 


construction contractors to voluntarily extend subcontracting opportunities to MBE/WBE | 
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subcontractors on City construction contracts. These race- and gender-neutral measures 


employed by the City have not been successful in increasing MBE/WBE subcontractor 
Participation in City construction contracts. 

5. The Board is granting a competitive advantage, the bid preference, to prime MBEs 
and WBEs to offset the identified competitive disadvantage caused by the City’s 
discriminatory procurement practices. 

6. The evidence before this Board relating to the award of prime public 
works/construction contracts for fiscal year 1990-1991 reflects that WBEs have improved their 
participation in City construction contracts.

The evidence before this Board relating to the award of prime architect and engineering 
contracts for fiscal year 1989-90 reflects that Latino owned architectural/engineering firms 
have not been awarded any contract dollars notwithstanding the available numbers of Latino 
owned architectural/engineering firms willing and able to perform these services for the City 
Based on the statistical and other evidence before this Board, the Board concludes that the 
lack of participation by Latino owned architectural and engineering firms on prime 
architectural/engineering contracts cannot be attributed to chance. This Board finds that these 
results can only be attributed to discriminatory procurement practices. 


4 The evidence before this Board relating to the award of prime computer systems 


services contracts for fiscal year 1987-1988 reflects that Asian, Black and woman owned 
computer systems firms continue to be awarded contract dollars in amounts that are 


disproportionately lower than the available numbers of Asian, Black and woman owned | 


computer systems firms willing and able to pe:form these services for the City. These results | 
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Black, Asian, Latino and woman owned architectural and engineering firms willing and able to 


perform these services for the City. These Statistically significant disparities exist despite the 
fact that Black, Asian, Latino and woman owned firms are entitled to a bid preference on | 


prime architectural and engineering contracts. In light of the testimony before this Board and 


the Commission in 1983, 1984, 1988, 1989, 


1991 and 1992 the San Francisco 


Redevelopment Agency in 1991, and the San Francisco Unified School District in 1991 and 
1992, this Board finds that these results can be attributed in part to discriminatory contracting 


practices and in part to discrimination in the local architectural and engineering industries 


against MBE and WBE architects and engineers. This discrimination is manifested in, and

b. The evidence before this Board Suppc ts the conclusion that MBEs and WBEs 
continue to be disadvantaged by discriminatory practices when competing for City 
architectural and engineering contracts, and when competing to provide subcontractor 
services on City architectural and engineering contracts. The weight of the testimony and 
other evidence before this Board supports the conclusion that nonminority architects and 
engineers competing for or doing business with the City and/or in the private sector limit the | 
participation of MBE and WBE subcontractors on architectural and engineering contracts by 
engaging in discriminatory business practices. 

G Race-neutral measures employed by the City in the Past did not prevent the 
discriminatory practices from occurring. Since February 1989 the City has pursued race-| 
neutral measures to facilitate MBE/WBE subcontractor Participation in architectural and 
engineering contracts. From about February 1st to June 30, 1989 the City adopted a race- 
neutral disadvantaged business program for its architectural and engineering contracts. Since! 


July 1, 1989 the City has urged prime architects and engineers to voluntarily extend| 


subcontracting opportunities to MBE/WBE_ subcontractors on City architectural and 
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engineering contracts. These race- and gende;- neutral measures employed by the City have 


not been successful in increasing MBE/WBE participation in City architectural and engineering 

contracts.

(9) Given the limited space available and the increasing congestion on certain public 
sidewalks, streets and rights-of-way, the City has a substantial interest in devising a systematic 
approach to newsrack placement in those locales to ensure a fair and equitable distribution of 
newspapers. This objective may be achieved by creating "Fixed Pedestal Zones" in highly congested 
areas or areas with particular public safety, aesthetic, historical, or economic concerns. Allowing fixed 
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pedestal newsracks and prohibiting free-standing newsracks and unauthorized fixed pedestal units in 
these zones will promote the City's interest in promoting public safety, reducing visual blight and 
clutter, protecting the unique aesthetic and historical attributes of the City, and advancing the economic 
interests of the City’s businesses and residents by improving the appearance of the area and resulting in 
better use of space and reduced congestion.

owner of the right to request, by facsimile, telephone or in person, by the close of business on the first 
business day following the date of the notice of violation, a meeting with the Director to determine 
whether the newsrack is in violation of this section. If the newsrack has not been removed, and the 
owner has not requested a meeting with the Director by the close of the next business day following the 
day that the notice of violation has been affixed, the Director may remove and impound the offending 
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newsrack, Within forty-cight (48) hours after removal, the Director shall notily the owner in writing of 
the removal and the reasons for removal. If the owner did not request a meeting with the Director prior 
to removal of the newsrack, the notice shall also inform the owner of the right to request, either in 
writing or in person, within five (5) business days of the date of the postmark of such written notice, a 
meeting with the Director to determine whether such removal was proper. 

(B) Meeting and Decision. Upon timely request, the Director shall provide such a meeting 
iby the close of the next business day following reccipt of the request, unless the owner agrees to a later 
date. The proceeding shall be informal, but oral and written evidence may be offered. The Director 
shall give his or her decision in writing to the owner within three (3) business days afier such mecting. 
Iino mecting has been requested. and/or the Director finds that the impoundment was proper, the 
Director shall notify the owner that the impounded newsrack may be recovered following payment of a 
$200.00 administrative penalty pursuant to subsection 184.12(i). The owner of an unauthorized fixed- 
pedestal unit shall also be responsible for restoring the sidewalk to its original condition pursuant to 
subsection 184.12()(1). Ifthe Director finds that the impoundment was improper and/or that 
placement of the fixed pedestal unit or free-standing newsrack was lawful, the Directo shall order the 
immediate release to the owner and reinstallation by the City at its expense of the fixed pedestal unit or 
free-standing newsrack without charge. 

(C) Disposal of Impounded Newsracks. Unauthorized fixed pedestal units or free-standing 
newsracks that are not claimed within thirty (30) calendar days of impoundment shail be disposed of in 
a manner determined by the Director in accordance with state law. 

(3) Other Violations. Any other violation of this section, or the guidelines promulgated 
under this section, by a permit-holder or owner may be cause for disablement of the offending newsrack 
box(es). subject to the notice and hearing procedures set forth below.

(6) In adopting this section, the Board of Supervisors is mindful that regulation of 


newsracks implicates rights protected by the First Amendment of the United States Constitution and by 
Article I, Section 2 of the California Constitution. To that end, the Board of Supervisors directs the 


Director of the Department of Public Works, the General Manager of the d other 


Municipal Railway, 
appropriate City officials to interpret and apply this section and the guidelines promulgated under this 
section, and to exercise th sir powers and duties, in a manner consistent with the constitutional rights of 


citizens and the regulated community. 


(7) Use of streets. sidewalks and other public rights-of-way for distribution of new spapers 


may be denied where such use presents a danger to persons or property. Use of these areas for such 


purposes may be restricted where it unreasonably interferes with the intended use of the area or wit 


pedestrian or vehicular traffic, or results in unreasonable levels of visual blight. 

(8) In recent years, City officials have noticed that a number of newsracks in the City are 
placed in inappropriate locations, are abandoned, or are poorly maintaincd. Many of these newsracks 
also end up being used as trash receptacles, causing unsightly and unsanitary clutter and litter 

(9) Given the limited space avaiiable and the increasing congestion on certain public 
sidewalks, streets and rights-of-way, the City has a substantial interest in devising a systematic 
approach to newsrack placement in those locales to ensure a fair and equitable distribution of 


newspapers. This objective may be achieved by creating "Fixed Pedestal Zones" in highly congested 


areas or areas with particular public safety, aesthetic, historical, or economic concerns. Allow Ing fixed 
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pedestal newsracks and prohibiting free-standing newsracks and unauthorized fixed pedestal units i 
these zones will promote the City's interest in promoting public safety. reducing visual blight and 
clutter. protecting the unique aesthetic and historical attributes of the City, and advancing the economic 
interests of the City’s businesses and residents by improving the appearance of the area and resulting in 
better use of space and reduced congestion. 

(10) A reasonable accommodation of these competing interests can be achieved by adoption 
of this section, which regulates the placement. size. construction, design and appearance of newsracks

SEC. 184.12(b). DEFINITIONS.

170(a) on any area open to the public, to prevent access to the 
contents thereof by any person other than the licensed refuse

SEC. 12.4. PUBLIC ACCESS TO MEETINGS. 


(a) Meetings open to the public. Except as provided in subsections (a)(2) or (a)(3), 
the following requirements shall be included in all City contracts with non-profit organizations: 

(1) Each non-profit organization shall designate and hold at least two designated public 
meetings per year. Issues addressed by the Board of Directors at designated public 
meetings shall be of approximately the same general nature and significance to the non-profit 


organization as issues typically addressed by the Board 5f Directors at its other regular or 
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special meetings. These issues may include adoption of the non profit organization's budget, 


nomination of members of the organization's Board of Directors, and evaluation of the 
organization's contract(s) with the City. At at least one designated public meeting the public 
shall have an opportunity to address the Board of Directors on membership on the Board of 
Directors and to propose candidates for membership on the Board of Directors as provided in 
section 12K.6(b). 

(2) Section 12K. 4(a)(4) shall apply to the full extent aliowed by state and federal law 

(3) Section 12K 4(a)(1) shall not apply to non-profit organizations engaged primarily in 
the provision of abortion counseling or services, domestic violence sheltering services, Or 
suicide prevention counseling services. 

(b) Closed meetings. The Board of Directors may choose to close a portion of a 
designated public meeting 

(1) when discussing any matters pertaining to the particular recipients of the non-profit 
organization's goods or services or donors of in-kind or monetary contributions to the non- 
profit organization where the discussion would necessarily reveal the identity of clients or 
donors; 

(2) when discussing any matters pertaining to litigation, real estate negotiations; the 
appointment, employment, evaluation of performance, or dismissal of an employee of the 
non-profit organization: or labor negotiations in which the non-profit organization is involved; 
when hearing complaints or charges against an employee of the non-profit organization, or 
when discussing attorney-client privileged information, or information which constitutes a 
trade secret; 


(3) under any circumstances where admitting members of the public is prohibited by 


state or federal law; 


(4) under any other circumstances where the Board of Supervisors has approved the 
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accordance with procedures established by that City agency or department Following such 
consideration and recommendation, the member of the public or the non-profit organization 
may seek an advisory opinion concerning the request or complaint from the Sunshine 
Ordinance Task Force, which that Task Force shall be authorized to provide, provided, 
however, that failure to seek such an advisory opinion from the Sunshine Ordinance Task 
Force shall not prejudice the right of the member of the public and/or the non-profit 
organization to obtain a review of the City agency or department's recommendation by the 
Board of Supervisors as provided herein. The member of the public or the non-profit 


organization may request that the Board of Supervisors review the recommendation of the 
City agency or department, which review shall be conducted in accordance with procedures 
established by the Board of Supervisors, provided that such request is made in writing to the 
Clerk of the Board c‘ Supervisors within ten days of the issuance cf the City agency or 
department's recommendation or the Sunshine Ordinance Task Force's advisory opinion, 
whichever Is later. Subject to Section 12K.7. herein, the recommendation of the City agency 


or department, or the determination —f the Board of Supervisors, with respect to any request 


or complaint by a member of the public shall be non-binding upon the non-profit organization 

(c) Donor Confidentiality. No non-profit organization shall be required to make 
available to the public any document which would reveal the identity of any of that non-profit | 
organization's donors or the amount or nature of any individual donations to that non-profit 
organization. 

SEC. 12K6. COMMUNITY REPRESENTATION. 

(a) It shall be the policy of the City that each non-profit organization shall make good- 
faith efforts designed to promote the membership, on its Board of Directors, of at least one 
person who is a recipient of the goods or services of that non-profit organization or of like 


goods or services provided by another non-profit organization 
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(b) Each non-profit organization shall seek candidates for appointment to its Board of 


Directors who consume or receive its goods or services, or like goods or services provided by 
another non-profit organization, and who are members of the class of persons intended to be 
benefited by the organization's activities or services. The non-profit organization shall seek 
these candidates by: 

(1) Giving notice of vacancies on its Board of Directors by means reasonably 
calculated to come to the attention of the recipients of the goods or services or type of goods 
or services provided by the non-profit organization, which may include, but shall not be limited 
to, posting written notice of such vacancies in a location accessible to recipients of such 
goods or services | 

(2) Providing each member of the public the opportunity to propose him or herself or 
other member of the public for nomination for appointment to the Board of Directors at at least 
one of the designated public meeting per year or in writing, and 

(3) Providing members of the public the opportunity to comment on Board of Directors 
membership at at least one of the designated public meetings per year.

SEC. 12.7. COMPLIANCE. 


In the event that a non-profit organization materially fails to comply with any contract 
provision required by this Chapter, the City agency or department which is a party to such 
contract shall consider such failure a material breach of the contract. The City agency or 
department may, but is not required to, further consider such material breach as grounds for 
terminating the contract or not renewing the contract, partially or in its entirety. | 

SEC. 12K 8. SEVERABILITY. This Chapter shall be construed so as not to | 
conflict with applicable federai or state laws, rules or regulations. Nothing in this 
Chapter shall authorize any City agency or department to impose any duties or 


obligations in conflict with limitations on municipal authority established by state or
